Claims 16, 19-30, 37-40 and 43-50 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for allowance of these claims is the inclusion of the limitations, in all of the 
claims which is not found in the prior art references, of generating a unique tracking 
code for a single medical device loaded with a drug, wherein said unique tracking code 
uniquely identifies said single medical device loaded with a drug such that said unique 
tracking code is different from each tracking code assigned to other medical devices 
loaded with said drug, and storing the event data on a storage device with the unique 
tracking code for the single medical device loaded with a drug to form at least one 
record uniquely tied to the single medical device loaded with a drug, wherein the at least 
one record is different from each record created for the other medical devices loaded 
with said drug.
